Men Charged With Raiding Kansas 
City Grocery; 70 Policemen As- 
signed to Convoy Store Owners, 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.—Ten 

men were arrested and charged with 

raiding a grocery here today as 
bread dumping continued in a bak- 
ery strike. 

W. P. Kenney, a grocer, had pur- 
chased 40 loaves of bread shipped 
from another city to one of the 
strike-closed baking plants here, 
and had taken it to his store in his 
car, escorted by a motorcycle offi- 
cer. After the bread was unloaded 
and the officer left, two carloads of 
men drove up. Two other motor- 
cycle officers waiting nearby a;- 
rived at the scene while the bread 
was being scattered on the sidewalk 
and made the arrests. There was no 
resistance. 

Fifty loaves left in front of an- 
other store this morning were scat- 
tered in the street, 

More than 70 policemen were as- 
signed to convoy grocers who 
wished to purchase imported bread 
from the closed bakeries. The 
guard was provided to avert a rep- 
etition of yesterday’s experience, 
when thousands of loaves were re- 
ported to have been destroyed dur- 
ing delivery. 


TONY SANSONE GETS TWO-YEAR 
TERM ON NARCOTIC CHARGES 


Former Constable and Professional 
Bondsman Pleads Guilty in 
United States Court. 

Tony Sansone,.former constable 
and professional bondsman, was 
sentenced to two years in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary by United States 
District Judge Charles B. Davis to- 
day on his plea of guilty to two 
charges of violating the Harrison 
Anti-Narcotic Act. 

Leo Parisi, 21 years old, arrested 
with Sansone while delivering nar- 
cotics at the Park Manor Hotel Oct.

Counse] for Parisi also indicated he 
would file an application for proba- 
tion, saying Parisi had acted as a 
messenger for Sansone.

JUSTICE HUGHES 
SPEAKS AGAIN IN 
COURTS DEFENSE 


He Tells Law Institute Ju- 
diciary Must ‘Parallel’ 
Legislative and Executive 


Branches. 


‘PROCESS OF REASON 
AGAINST TYRANNY’ 


‘No Inordinate or Unjusti- 
fied Delays,’ He De- 
clares, Reviewing Work 
of the Present Term. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 6. — Chief 
Justice Hughes said today a “com- 
petent and independent judiciary” 
must parallel the legislative and 
executive branches of government 
in order to safeguard individual 
rights. 

“The firm and true administra- 
tion of justice is thus the primary 
concern of civilized society,” he told 
the American Law Institute. 

“The success of democratic in- 
stitutions lies in the success of the 
processes of reason as opposed to 
the tyranny of force. If society 
chooses the processes of reason, 
it must maintain the _ institutions 
which embody those processes.” 

The Chief Justice did not mention 


President Roosevelt’s proposal to 
enlarge the Supreme Court, but he 
pointed out the court was up in its 
work as it approached the close of 
the present term. 


“No Unjustified Delays.” 

“This week cases have been ar- 
gued which were filed as late as 
April 20,” he said. “There are no 
inordinate or unjustified delays in 
the Supreme Court.” 

Chief Justice Hughes made a 
similar statement on March 22 in 
a letter to Senator Wheeler (Dem.) 
Montana, which Wheeler read to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee at 
a hearing on the Roosevelt court 
bill. 

The Chief Justice also referred 
today to the fact that the court 
has been able to act as a unit in 
dealing with all cases. Some pro- 
ponents of the Roosevelt bill have 
suggested an enlarged court might 
be able to sit in two panels, 

The Jurisdictional Act of 1925, 
the Chief Justice said, has made 
possible this consideration by all 
justices by limiting the type of 
cases brought before them. 

“In this unique court of last re- 
sort,” he said, “that sort of action 
is believed to be highly desirable. 
Every member of the court feels 
his personal responsibility and 
meets it in each case, save in the 
rare instances where a particular 
Justice may be disqualified.” 

Work of the Present Term. 


On May 1, he said, 946 cases had 
been appealed to the court this 
term, 40 less than the last term. 

“This term there have been ar- 
gued and submitted on the merits 
182 cases,” he added. “Last term 
there were argued and submitted 
169 cases. 

“We have thus far during the cur- 
rent term granted 123 petitions for 
certiorari and denied 583. The num- 
ber granted is close to the usual 
percentage of petitions which have 
been found entitled to a grant un- 
der our rules. These rules, as I 
said in my talk to you three years 
ago, are designed to carry out the 
intent of the jurisdictional act of 
1925 in insuring the hearing of 
cases that are important in the 
interest of the law. That is, where 
review by the court of last resort is 
needed to secure harmony of deci- 
sion in the lower courts of appeal 
and the appropriate settlement of 
questions of general importance so 
that the system of Federal justice 
may be appropriately administered. 
As I have frequently stated, we are 
liberal in the application of our 
rules and certiorari is always 
granted if four justices think it 
should be, and, not infrequently, 
when three, or even two, justices 
strongly urge the grant.” 

The Chief Justice prefaced his 
address with a tribute to the late 
Elihu Root, former Secretary of 
State and War.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.— 
The PostrDispatch learned today 
that the two United States District 
Judges presiding at the vote fraud 
trials here have been subjected to 
threats of injury and abuse in a 
futile effort to induce them to drop 
the Federal investigation now in 
progress of city-wide corrupt ma- 
chine election practices. 

Judge Albert L. Reeves, who in- 
stituted the investigation Dec. 14, 
with the command to “move on 
them,” has been threatened with 
death on at least two occasions. 
He has been warned that he would 


be “impeached” if he continued to 


investigate conditions in this ma- 
chine-ridden city and has been the 
target of so much anonymous vili- 
fication by telephone that he has 
been compelled to have his home 
telephone silenced. 

So definite did threats of per- 
sonal violence become that a Fed- 
eral agent was assigned to guard 
the 63-year-old jurist. But when 
Judge Reeves discovered his pres- 
ence he promptly had him with- 
drawn. 

Efforts to Intimidate Judge Otis. 

Judge Merrill E. Otis, who has 
presided at four of the six trials 
held thus far and who will impanel 
another grand jury Monday to 
continue the investigation, also has 
been the victim of a systematic 
campaign of threats and abuse. 

Many anonymous telephone calls 
have been received at his home. At 
times the telephone would be rung 
at regular intervals, on the hour, 
all night to disturb the sleeping 
household. Both the Judge and 
Mrs. Otis have been subjected to 
personal abuse of the vilest type. 

Asked by the writer to con- 
firm information that attempts 
had been made to intimidate them 
the two Judges reluctantly told of 
their experiences. Both indicated 
a preference to submit in silence to 
the attacks, evidencing a feeling 
that the dignity of their office over- 
rode any personal considerations. 
They were determined also not to 
waver in their investigation which 
has attracted national attention. 

Inquiry Confirmed Vote Frauds. 

It has more than confirmed wide- 
spread reports of brazen corrup- 
tion at the polls resulting in the 
virtual disfranchisement of 
thousands of Missouri citizens and 
making this politically controlled 
city more than ever the balance of 
power in the State. The biparti- 
san system of election supervision 
has been farcical here. 

Judge Reeves disclosed that a 
neatly dressed young man went to 
his office recently, in the guise of 
a “friend,” and warned him that if 
he didn’t drop the investigation he 
would be shot to death. 

“This man, whom I had never 
seen before,” Judge Reeves said, 
“was obviously an emissary of the 
underworld, although of course he 
pretended to me that he was be- 
friending me. I did not temporize 
with him. I told him to go back to 
his gang and tell his ‘trigger man’ 
that I had no intention of stop- 
ping.” 

.  Jostled on the Street. 

Judge Reeves told the writer that 
groups of men ‘have deliberately 
jostled him on the streets and that 
on several occasions one man has 
emerged from the group and said: 
“You’re in danger if you’ don’t 
quit.” 

The Judge also received in the 
mail a terse list which spoke for 
itself. It consisted of a hand- 
printed roster of gangsters widely 
known in this city as “killers” and 
professional gunmen, some of them 
allied with political factions. 

His telephone at home rang “day 
and night,” the Judge said. When 
his wife answered she would hear 
abusive threats against her hus- 
band, was told more than once that 
he would be murdered. On one oc- 
casion, when Judge Reeves went 
to the telephone, he was threat- 
ened with “impeachment.” 

Judge Reeves said that the anony- 
mous caller, who spoke as though 
he were an educated man, named 
a man who he said would start im- 
peachment proceedings. The caller

5000 BILBAO WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN SAIL 


Two Liners Remove Civilians 
Under Protection of British 
Warships. 


By the Associated Press. 

BILBAO, Spain, May 6—Two 
Spanish liners—the Habana and 
Izarra—loaded with 5000 women 
and children bound for refuge in 
Bordeaux, France, steamed out of 
the Biscayan war zone today under 
protection of the British battleship 
Royal O2k and two British destroy- 
ers. 

The insurgent cruiser Almirante 
Cervera moved out of tne mist in 
an effort to overtake the refugee 
ships, while still in view of shore, 
but the Royal Oak guarded them. 
The insurgent warship withdrew 
and disappeared in the distance. 
The insurgent destroyer Velasco 
stayed in the background but re- 
turned to cover of the mist. 

The Almirante Cervera apparent- 
ly tried to cross the Habana’s bow 
and slow it down, but the Royal 
Oak’s skipper, realizing what was 
up, put his battleship between the 
insurgent cruiser and the liner. 

The refugees from the besieged 
Basque capital, two-thirds of them 
small children, boarded the liners 
in the early morning. The children 
had waited for many hours at the 
long piers, and fell asleep as soon 
as they boarded the ships. 

Each child carried a printed card 
with his name and destination, held 
by a string around his neck. There 
were but few sad partings between 
parents and children, many of the 
parents having died jnder insur- 
gent air attack or fighting in the 
trenches, 

There was virtually no _ food 
aboard, for there was little that 
Bilbao could offer. Large cans of 
milk, however, were set on the 
decks and the nurses ladled it out 
for the boys and girls. 

The woman refugees carried mea- 
ger ‘1ousehold possessions aboard 
ship. Some had bales of bed linen 
and pictures on their heads as they 
staggered up the gangplank. One 
old woman, weeping, carried a fad- 
ed wedding dress under one arm. 

The Habana, carrying nearly 
4000 of the refugees, had huge red 
crosses on its sides and flew the 
Red Cross flag. 

Insur; m t air raids against Bil- 
bao and nearby villages in number 
if not in intensity. Ten times sirens 
sounded and sent the population 
scurrying to shelters, but the bombs 
fell at the outskirts of the city. The 
villages of Larrauri and Munguia 
were badly damaged, A rebel plane 
was shot down. 


BORDEAUX, Frunce, May 6. — 
Preparations were made here today 
to receive the first refugees from 
Bilbao. A heavy guard was to be 
established by port authorities to 
prevent debarkation before _ sani- 
tary inspection. 

The French steamer Carimare. 
escorted by the French destroyer 
Terrible, steamed toward Bilbao, to 
assist in further evacuation. The 
Terrible was to convoy the trans- 
port to Spanish waters, there to 
await its reappearance with a load 
of refugees. It can carry 1000. 

The Carimare carried a crew of 
70, each insured for 150,000 francs 
(about $6750). Aboard were life- 
belts, 22 rafts and mattresses. The

Wounded, 
dead, prayers, cries and weeping, 
For an hour, two hours, three hours 
there fell steel and flames which 


burned and destroyed. When a 
human being, driven mad, rushed 
into the street for air the chasers 
found him and machine gunned 
him. Women, children and old men 
were shot down like animals. 

“This is the truth of the tragedy, 
I swear before God and man, as a 
Mayor and Christian, that the de- 
struction of our dear town was ex- 
clusively the work of foreign avia- 
tion.” 

Don Eusebia de  Arronategi, 
priest of the Church of Santa Ma- 
ria in Guernica, who also was an 
eye-witness, corroborated the other 
radio speakers, 


Other Confirmations, 

Their accounts tallied with eye 
witness narratives obtained by this 
correspondent today from people 
with American connections about 
whose reliability there can be no 
question. Their names or further 
identification are not given, lest 
they fall into rebel hands, 

One girl, whose father is known 
to this correspondent, ran to the 
window when the first plane ap- 
peared, exclaiming: “Look, mother, 
how pretty it is!” 

When the plane dropped bombs, 
mother and daughter fled to @ 
refuge. The sidewalks were lit- 
tered with broken glass from the 
force of the explosions. They hud- 
dled for three and a half hours in 
their refuge, expecting the end at 
any moment. 

A priest was there with them, 
All knelt in prayer while the priest 
pronounced a benediction. 

Another man, who watched the 
destruction of the city from a 
neighboring hill top, said he had 
counted as many as 26 planes at 
one time. 

“They came very low, bombing 
and machine gunning,” he related, 
“From 4:30 to 7:45 it went on. The 
boom of the explosions and the rate 
tat-tat of machine guns was tere 
rible. Smoke poured out of Guer- 
nica. They dropped incendiary 
bombs, which burned very large 
with a bright yellow flame. Every- 
thing was burned, and the escaping 
people were machine gunned. 

“I watched from the hill top until 
11 p. m. You could feel the heat 
two kilometers (1.2 miles) away. 

“TIT don’t like the Reds. My sen- 
timents go the other way. But for 
the other side to say that Reds 
burned Guernica is a horrible lie,

PROFIT $728,400 
ON DU PONT DEAL 


Despite This Net Loss of 
$448,926 Is Shown — 
Still No Trace of $1,- 
080,000 ‘Note.’

NEW YORK, May 6.—Although 
John J. Raskob made a “profit” of 
$728,400 in stock deals with his old 
friend, Pierre S. du Pont, in Janu- 


ary of 1930, he paid no income tax 
in that year, it was brought out to- 
day in the course of the hearing in 
which the Government is seeking 
to collect from du Pont an addi- 
tional assessment of $617,316. 

Raskob’s income tax return for 
1930 was put into evidence during 
the morning session before Richard 
L. Disney of the United States 
Board of Tax Appeals, and prompt- 
ly Joseph Hartfield, counsel for 
Raskob, sought to persuade the 
clerk not to allow newspaper re- 
porters to look at the return. 

For a time Disney himself seemed 
in doubt as to whether or not the 
return could be made _ available. 
Finally, however, after consulting 
with Mason B. Leming, general 
counsel for the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, Hartfield and James S. Y. 
Ivins, du Pont’s tax attorney, Dis- 
ney allowed reporters to look at the 
return. 

During this dispute Raskob, wear- 
ing a double-breasted light tan suit 
and blue tie, sat at one side of the 
hearing room in the role of specta- 
tor. His case, in which the Govern- 
ment is seeking an added tax as- 
sessment for 1929 of $1,026,340, will 
be heard next. 

“Legitimate News.” 

“The public has a right to legiti- 
mate news,” Disney said in making 
the income-tax return available. “I 
am not going to bar this document 
from inspection.” 

In his return for 1930 Raskob 
showed a total income of $799,161.94. 
But he more than offset this by de- 
ductions of $867,263.54. And in the 
space where taxable income would 
normally be listed he wrote “none.” 

Raskob now joins the company of 
great financiers who following the 
crash of 1929 were able to wipe out 
all their income, even though they 
continued to maintain a pre-crash 
standard of living. This company 
includes J. Pierpont Morgan, head 
of the banking house that bears his 
name, and other Morgan partners,

He later sold it back 
to du Pont for $50 a share, a profit 
of $270,000. 

The Government contends that 
this was merely another one in a 
long series of - wholly fictitious 
transactions that the two friends 
planned in order to reduce their re- 
spective incomes for 1929.

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MRS. METRO GETS 
THREE YEARS FOR 
RELIEF FORGERY 


Jury Verdict 
Against Former Social 
Worker After 55 Minutes 
—to Seek New Trial. 


Returns 


A new trial will be sought Dy 
Mrs. Edith V. Metro, former social 
worker, who was found guilty by a 
jury last night of forging the name 
of a relief client to a $33 check of 
the St. Louis Relief Administration, 
and whose punishment the jury 
fixed at three years’ imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. 

The jury, in Circuit. Judge Frank 
C. O’Malley’s court, considered the 
case 55 minutes, and took three bal- 
lots, the first vote being 9 to 3 for 
conviction, 

Mrs. Metro, who is 33 years old 
and lives at 2843 Union boulevard, 
was the chief witness in her own 
defense. She denied the charge, 
and denied that, as stated by four 
witnesses for the prosecution, she 
had admitted forgeries. One witness 
had said she admitted 78 such acts. 

The $33 check, Mrs. Metro de- 
clared, was indorsed and cashed not 
by her, but by the relief client, Mrs. 


Lida Adams, 4960 Union boulevard: 


Mrs. Adams, a previous witness, de- 
nied that she signed her name, or 
that she received the money, and 
said she had received’ grocery 
orders, but no cash except carfare. 

“I saw Mrs. Adams sign the 
check, and was with her when she 
cashed it,” the defendant testified. 
She said this occurred in a grocery 
at 2918 Union. 

The State, in rebuttal, recalled 
Mrs. Adams, who denied that she 
had ever cashed a check at the 
grocery named, and called the store 
manager, who testified that he had 
not seen Mrs. Adams in the store. 

A defense witness, David Hough- 
lin, lawyer, testified that he was 
sent by William J. Hough, Mrs. 
Metro's attorney, to see Mrs. Adams, 
and that the latter, in the presence 
of Mrs. Metro and Mrs. Metro’s 
father, admitted that she had re- 
ceived money from Mrs. Metro.

prefaced his remarks by observing, 
“Did you know we were going to 
have youl impeached?” 

The impeachment threat, of 
course, was dismissed by Judge 
Reeves with no concern. Nor have 
the threats of personal violence 
which he has received also almost 
every day since the trials began 
and convictions were returned 
served to cause him to alter his 
course. 


Most Calls Are Similar. 


Judge Otis said the usual for- 
mula of the calls was about like 
this: 

“Is this Judge Otis?” “Yes.” 

“Well, this is so-and-so of the 

precinct of the ward.” 

Then the caller, who obviously 
used a fictitious name, would de- 
liver a burst of profanity and villi- 
fication unti] the Judge hung up 
the receiver. 

Nor did Mrs. Otis escape the tor- 
rent of epithets and unprintable re- 
marks when she answered the tele- 
phone. One caller asserted he was 
“from the office” of a widely known 
attorney and politician . 

Beyond referring the matter to 
agents of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation the two judges have 
taken no action. 


Witnesses Approached. 


But efforts to block the investi- 
gation by terrorism have not been 
confined to the judges. Attempts 
have been made to intimidate wit- 
nesses before the grand jury and 
to dissuade some of the 126 men 
and women indicted not to turn 
Government’s evidence. In dis- 
charging the original jury last 
week which returned the indict- 
ments, Judge Reeves warned that 
there is a Federal law designed to 
prohibit such interference with a 
jury’s work. 

One practice which was- men- 
tioned in the testimony at one of 
the trials, is for one of the minor 
machine bosses to warn a defend- 
ant, usually a woman, that should 
she plead “no contest” and testify 
for the Government she would be 
prosecuted in the State courts and 
convicted for corruption of the bal- 
lot. The threat has been made that 
“it wouldn’t be so good to go to the 
penitentiary with the reputation of 
having squealed on the organiza- 
tion.” 

As has been told, no effort has 
been made to institute prosecution 
in the State courts although de- 
fense attorneys in the Federal trials 
have freely admitted there was 
overwhelming evidence of viola- 
tion of the State election laws. The 
Jackson County prosecutor, W. W. 
Graves Jr., put in office by the 
Pendergast machine, has contented 
himself with the statement that his 
office had received ‘‘no complaints” 
of election fraud. 

After two or three trials in Fed- 
eral Court there was a sudden ces- 
sation of those throwing themslves 
on the mercy of the Court. But

The writer has learned that men, 
as well as women, have opened ne- 
|gotiations to be permitted to plead

Consistent convictions in each

The cases 
promise to be on the dockets for 
three years. The end is not in 
sight. 

Convicted election officials and 
party workers cling now to the 
hope the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals will reverse their 
convictions.

Temporary Writ Orders Stay-ins to 
Leave Refinery at 
Roxana. 

A temporary injunction was is- 
sued today against 21 stay-in strik- 
ers in the compounding department 
of the Shell Petroleum Corporation 
refinery at Roxana, Ill., by Circuit 
Judge D. H. Mudge at Edwards- 
ville. It ordered the strikers to 
refrain from trespassing on the 

company’s property. 

The strikers are the remainder of 
140 employes who went on a stay- 
in strike Tuesday, closing the de- 
partment, because of an objection 
to an increase of shifts from two 
to three. The rest of the 2500 em- 
ployes at the plant remained at 
work. 

R. H. Waser, superintendent of 
the refinery, declared that the strike 
violated an agreement reached aft- 
er a previous strike Jan. 19 that 
the men would return to work 
pending arbitration now being con- 
ducted by a board.

Widow of New York Times 
Publisher Stricken in White 
Plains, N. Y.

NEW YORK, May 6.—Mrs. Effie 


Wise Ochs, widow of Adolph S8. 
Ochs, who was publisher of the 
New York Times, died suddenly 
today of a heart attack at her 
home Hillandale, White Plains, N. 
Y. She would have been 77 years 
old tomorrow. Death came just a 
little more than two years after 
Mr. Ochs died at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
They had been married 52 years. 

Mrs. Ochs was the daughter of 
Rabbi Isaac M. and Therese Bloch 
Wise and spent much of her girl- 
hood at their estate eight miles 
from Cincinnati, O., where she was 
born May 7, 1860. Her first school 
was one her father, founder of re- 
form Judaism in America, organ- 
ized near their estate—the Hebrew 
Union College. 

She and Mr. Ochs were married 
Feb. 28, 1883, when she was 23, he 
25. For a time Mrs. Ochs was 
drama critic and book reviewer on 
the Chattanooga Times which Ochs 
owned when the two met in 1881, 
During the 13-year period the couple 
remained in Chattanooga, she pre- 
sided over the household in which 
were entertained a number of promi- 
nent persons, among them President 
Cleveland and a young Republican 
editor from Ohio, Warren G. Har- 
ding, who consulted with Ochs on 
the advisability of starting - news- 
paper in Chattanooga, 

In 1892, Mrs. Ochs returned to 
Cincinnati where her daughter, 
Iphigene Bertha Ochs was born 
on Sept. 19 of that year. It was 
in 1896 when her husband con- 
sulted with her about coming to 
New York to take control of the 
New York Times, and shortly there- 
after, his plans were put into ef- 
fect. 

Mrs. Ochs was active in philan- 
thropic fields. In 1930, she and 
her husband helped dedicate the 
tablet in Temple Emanu-El in New 
York in the Isaac Mayer Wise Mem- 
orial Hall and that same year Mr. 
Ochs was chairman of a fund to 
raise $5,000,000 for the endowment 
of the Hebrew Union College which 
her father had headed until his 
death, 

Surviving is her daughter, now 
Mrs. Arthur Hays Sulzberger, wife 
of the publisher of the Times, and 
four grandchildren.

Union to Make Another At- 
tempt Today to Settle 
Dispute Over Layoff of 
37 Employes. 


The St. Louis Chevrolet-Fisher 
Body plant, Union boulevard and 
Natural Bridge avenue, was closed 
today by the strike of 4000 employes 
called yesterday in protest against 
the layoff of 37 assembly line work- 
ers, interpreted by the employes as 
a renewal of “production speed up” 
complained of in the past. The 
strike is being directed by the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America, affiliated with the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

Two hundred and twenty special- 
ly selected men were conducting a 
sit-down strike in the Chevrolet 
division of the factory, where the 
trouble started. This is the third 
sit-down demonstration in the plant 
since the General Motors strike set- 
tlement last February. 

Most of the production employes, 
lunch packages under their arms, 
were on hand outside the plant this 
morning. A vote was taken by the 
men yesterday, union leaders re- 
vealed, not to work until the dis- 
pute was settled. Groups congre- 
gated on the sidewalks and about 
500 crowded into the union hall, at 
3414A Union boulevard, where they 
were addressed by their president, 
John Livingston. Only a few men, 
who carried messages or food, were 
admitted to the plant following ex- 
amination by company guards and 
a union shop steward. Later union 
leaders asked the street crowd to 
disperse, explaining there would be 
no picketing:

Livingston told the strikers he

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TEXT OF CHIEF JUSTICE HUGHES’ ADDRESS

WASHINGTON, May 6. 
LLOWING is the text of 
Chief Justice Hughes’ ad- 

dress today before The Ameri- 


can Law Institute: 
For the eighth time it is my 
ege to greet you at this 
annual rendezvous of the mem- 
pers of the bar and bench. Last 
year we paid our tribute to 
George Wickersham, whose out- 
ing service as the president 
of the American Law Institute 
was the crown of his profession- 
alcareer. Today, we recall the 
ip of Elihu Root, to 
hose vision, creative force and 
directing skill, we largely owe 
the establishment of this great 
enterprise of restating the law 
and removing in a substantial 
the uncertainty and com- 
plexity which vex its administra- 

tion. 

Elihu Root will be remem- 
bered as one of America’s most 
eminent statesmen. His service 
as Secretary of War and Secre- 
tary of State will always be con- 
spicuous in an imperishable rec- 
ord. But he was preeminently 
‘a great lawyer and his distinc 
ive public service was made 

because he was a great 
lawyer. He was great not only 
because he had a rarely acute 
mind and had mastered the 
technique of his profession, but 
because « he was wise. He 
brought wisdom not only to the 
service of his clients but to the 
carrying out of the highest con- 
ception of public duty in rela- 
tion to the opportunities of the 
bar in improving the adminis- 
tration of justice. His intel- 
lectuality was so marked that 
only those who knew him well 
fully appreciated his passionate 
geal for betterment. 

Root’s Work in New York. 

When I was charged with re- 
sponsibilities in the government

The figures for the current 
term do not vary greatly from 
those of the terms of recent 
years and I shall not trouble you 
with many of them. The total 

* number of cases on our dockets 
for the current term is some- 
what less than the number for 
last term. As of May 1, there 
were 946 cases on our appel- 
late docket this term as against 
986 last term, or 40 less. This 
term there have been argued 
and submitted on the merits 
182 cases, including as one case 
those argued and submitted in 
a single group, or 218 cases in 
individual numbers. This num- 
ber embraces cases on appeal 
and cases in which certiorari 
had been granted. Last term 
there were argued and submit- 
ted 169 cases, or 214 in individ- 
ual numbers. 

Certiorari Petitions. 

We have thus far during the 
current term granted 123 peti- 
tions for certiorari and denied 
583. The number granted is 
close to the usual percentage of 
petitions which have been found 
entitled to a grant under our 
rules. These rules, as I said in 
my talk to you three years ago, 
are designed to carry out the 
intent of the jurisdictional act 
of 1925 in insuring the hearing 
of cases that are important in 
the interest of the law. That is. 
where review by the court of 
last resort is needed to secure 
harmony of decision in ti.e low- 
er courts of appeal and the ap- 
propriate settlement of ques- 
tions of general importance so 
that the system of Federal jus- 
tice may be appropriately ad- 
ministered. As I have frequent- 
ly stated, we are liberal in the 
application of our rules and cer- 
tiorari is always granted if four 
justices think it should be, and. 
not infrequently, when three, or 
even two, justices strongly urge 
the grant. 

Work in Summer Recess.

It may also be noted that of 
the’ petitions for certiorari 
which have been acted upon 
thus far during the current 
term, 233 were distributed tothe 
justices during the last summer 
and were examined by the Jus- 
tices in the recess so that ac- 
tion could be taken, and it was 
taken, as soon as the court con- 
vened in October. In addition, 
there were distribtued to us dur- 
ing the summer recess 33 juris- 
dictional statements and 22 mis- 
cellaneous motions, making a 
total of 288 applications which 
we considered in the summer re- 
cess and were ready to act 
upon when we met in confer- 
ence at the beginning of our 
term. 

Of course, the final figures for 
the term, including the total 
number of cases that will be 
disposed of on hearing or oth- 
erwise, can only be determined 
at its close, but what I have 
said is sufficient, I think, to give 
you a fair idea of the state of 
our work. 


Many Government Cases. 

An interesting feature of the 
administration of justice in the 
Federal courts is the large per- 
centage of cases in which the 
Government is directly  inter- 
ested. Last fall the Attorney- 
General reported to the confer- 
ence of Senior Circuit Judges 
that of 45,175 civil cases (exclu- 
sive of bankruptcy cases) which 
were pending as of June 30, 1936, 
in the Federal courts, 13,175 
were “United States civil cases.” 

In June, 1935, the correspond- 
ing number of civil cases was 


States cases were 15,265. In the 
Supreme Court of the Govern- 
ment cases are apparently a 


larger percentage of the whole. 
The figures given in the last an- 
nual report*of the Solicitor-Gen- 
eral indicate, on the average,

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that approximately 40 per cent 
of the cases before the Supreme 
Court are Government cases. 

Since the establishment of the 
Circuit Courts of Appeals’ in 
1891 there have been four out- 
standing measures for improving 
the procedure in the Federal 
courts. One was the new equity 
rules, promulgated by the Su- 
preme Court in 1912, to simplify 
equity pleading and practice. A 
second measure was the jurisdic- 
tional act of 1925, to which I 
have referred, relating to the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court. 

That accomplished two results 
of the greatest importance. One, 
by enlarging the classes of cases 
in which jurisdiction should be 
entertained only upon the grant 
of certiorari, made it possible for 
the Supreme Court to devote 
itself to those cases which de- 
mand consideration because of 
the public importance of the 
questions involved. Without 


such a limitation, no court of. 


last resort could possibly per- 
form its essential function in 
this great country with its vast 
amount of litigation affecting 
merely private interests. This 
limitation upon jurisdiction has 
worked well and the rules of 
the Supreme Court, and their 
administration, have been direct- 
ed to the carrying out of the in- 
tent of the statute and have 
given to the limitation its just 
effect. 


Court Acts As a Unit. 


The other result has been that, 
through the operation of this 
jursidictional statute, the Su- 
preme Court has been able to 
act as a unit in dealing with all 
the cases befcre it. In _ this 
unique court ef last resort, with 
its special function, that sort of 
action is believed to be highly 
desirable. It has the sanction 
of long usage. Every member 
of the court feels his personal 
responsibility and meets it in 
each case, save in the rare in- 
stances where a particular Jus- 
tice may be disqualified. Even 
if a Justice is unavoidably ab- 
sent so that he has not heard 
oral argument, he still has the 
opportunity to study the briefs 
and may take part in the con- 
ference. In this way, continuity 
of consideration and concentra- 
tion of responsibility are main- 
tained. 


It should be remembered that, 
as a necessary consequence of 
the principles of selection under 
the jurisdictional act, the cases 
we hear are important cases. 
There are of course degrees of 
importance but the cases come 
to us because of their important 
character. 


Near-Sighted Lawyers. 


The attention of the general 
public is naturally engrossed in 
decisions of great constitutional 
questions. There are those who 
think that particular cases are 
especially important because 
they relate to subjects in which 
they happen to be especially 
interested. Many, even lawyers, 
are too near-sighted to observe 
the important implications in 
many decisions which attract no 
general attention. The mem- 
bers of the court are always 
alive to these implications and 
watch each case with a critical 
eye. Cases which the ordinary 
observer might consider to be 
relatively unimportant may be- 
come important precedents and 
they require thorough study and 


—. 
The olding of the law is a 


continucus process demanding 
conbtant and exceptional vigil- 
ance in a court which speaks 
the last word in harmonizing 
conflicts and _ establishing the 
inal interpretation of the public 

w. The Justices work under 
the-influence of this demand and 
they are keenly conscious of the 
advantage which has been found 


to inhere in their historic 
method. 
Speeding Justice. 

The third notable advance in 
Federal procedure was made in 
the promulgation by the Su- 
preme Court, under authority of 
the Congress, of the criminal 
appeals rules in 1934. By these 
rules it was sought to simplify 
appellate practice and to put an 
end to inordinate delays in the 
disposition of appeals from the 
district courts in criminal cases 
These rules are few and simple 
and it is believed that they will 
expedite appeals without sacri- 
ficing any just interest. 

The fourth measure for pro- 
cedural improvement was the 
recent enactment by the Con- 
gress of the statute giving the 
Supreme Court authority to for- 
mulate rules of civil procedure 
for the district courts of the 
United States and the courts of 
the District of Columbia. The 
court decided to undertake the 
preparation of a unified system 
of general rules for cases in 
equity and actions at law so as 
to secure one form of civil ac- 
tion and procedure for both 
classes of cases while maintain- 
ing inviolate the right of trial 
by jury in accordance with the 
seventh amendment of the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
and without altering substan- 
tive right. 

Draft of New Rules Ready Soon. 

To give the necessary assis- 
tance in this undertaking the 
court appointed an advisory 
committee consisting of mem- 
bers of the bar and professors 
of law. This committee, com- 
posed of eminent experts, who 
have had the advantage of wide 
experience and have made a 
special study of procedural ques- 
tions, has prosecuted its difficult 
task with unremitting industry. 
No words of mine can pay ade- 
quate tribute to the zeal, assidu- 
ity and intelligence with which 
the members of the committee 
have labored. 


A year ago the committee sub- 
mitted to the court, and with its 
approval distributed for’ the 
criticism of judges and lawyers, 
a preliminary draft of the pro- 
posed rules. This draft had the 
careful consideration of judges 
and of committees of lawyers in 
their respective circuits, with 
the result that the advisory com- 
mittee received many important 
suggestions. The proposed rules 
were debated in several local 
conferences. The committee has 
been sedulous in considering all 
these criticisms and suggestions 
and has now completed a final 
draft which will shortly be sub- 
mitted to the court and will be 
available for examination by 
judges and lawyers. 

I trust that this final draft 
will receive careful considera- 
tion during the coming months 
so that before the court meets 
in the fall the committee may 
have any further advice that 
judges and lawyers may care to 
give. Thus another great work 
which has called for the expert 
ability and a wide co-operation 
of the bar and bench is ap- 
proaching completion. I take 
this opportunity to express the 
grateful appreciation of the 
members of the court of the 
earnest work of those who have 
been devoting their time to this 
endeavor to provide an improved 
system of procedure for’. the 
Federal courts. 

Reason or Tyranny of Force. 

All these efforts are to make 
clear the paths of justice. The 
success of democratic institu- 
tions lies in the success of the 
processes of reason as opposed 
to the tyranny of force. Be- 
tween these society must choose. 
If society chooses the processes 
of reason, it must maintain the 
institutions which embody those 
processes. Institutions for the 


exercise of the law-making pow- 
er and for the execution of laws 
must have their fitting comple- 
ment in institutions for the in- 
terpretation and application of 
laws, for the safeguarding of in- 
dividual rights, through a com- 
petent and independent judi- - 
ciary. 

The firm and true administra- 
tion of justice is thus the pri- 
mary concern of civilized _ so- 
ciety. That administration must 
find its ultimate assurance, not 
in statutes or forms, but in the 
sentiment of a free people— 
themselves tolerant and reason- 
able and keenly alive’ to the 
necessity of maintaining the in- 
strumentalities for the impar- 
tial determination of controver- 
sies. In the spirit and method 
of your co-operation you have 
shown how that end may be 
achieved.

RAUKET’ FAILS 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Hairdressers and Cosmetol- 
_ ogists to Appeal to Gov. 


Stark for More Rigid In- 
spection. * 


The failure of the Legislature in 
the present session to amend the 
act regulating beauty shops and 
beauty culture schools has provided 
another setback in the efforts of 
reputable operators to improve 
standards of the occupation for the 
protection of themselves and the 
public, Samuel A. Sperber, St. Louis 
hairdresser and president of the 
Nationa] Hairdressers’ and Cosmet- 
ologists’ Association, said today. 


The Missouri section of the na- 
tional organization had fostered 
seven amendments, intended to 
make more stringent the require- 
ments, not only for persons seeking 
to become beauty operators, but for 
those enforcing the law. However, 
the measures were opposed bitterly 
by some operators at House com- 
mittee hearings, with the result that 
the most important provisions were 
struck out and, finally, the Legis- 
lators supporting the amendments 
decided not to press their adoption, 
Sperber said. 
. “My organization recognizes that 

it is futile to hope for Legislative 
action this year, so we have de- 
cided to seek enforcement of the 
present law, which certainly can 
stand improvement,” Sperber as- 
gerted. “Our next step will be an 
appeal to Gov. Stark to appoint suf- 
ficient examiners and _ inspectors, 
properly qualified, to see that the 
law is complied with.” 


Principal Complaint. 


The principal complaint of repu- 
table operators is against the. so-. 


Hairdresser, monthly publication 
for members of the national asso- 
ciation in this section, said in an 
editorial in the current issue, 
“Many hairdressers are of the opin- 
ion that the so-called ‘racket 
schools’ are responsible for many 
of the ills besetting the profession. 
These schools, they claim, are 
nothing more than cut-rate shops, 
having free labor and buying sup- 
plies and equipment at long dis- 
counts, This enables them to give 
beauty services at a lower price 
than the legitimate shop which 
pays regular salaries.” 


What Law Requires. 


The present law requires that 
each student take a course of not 
less than 1000 hours over a six- 
month period, “such training to in- 
clude practical demonstrations, 
written or oral tests and practical 
instructions in sanitation, steriliza- 
tion and the use of cosmetics and 
electrical appliances.” 

Another method of qualifying as a 
hairdresser or cosmetologist is to 
serve as an apprentice under a reg- 
istered operator. Both students 
and apprentices, however, are per- 
mitted only to “assist” in beauty 
operations “under the immediate di- 
rection and supervision of a regis- 
tered operator or instructor.” 

However, the actual practice in 
the “racket” schools, according to 
a well-known St. Louis hairdresser, 
who asked that his name not be 
used, is to put girls to work on 
customers after the briefest sort of 
instruction and without the “imme- 
diate supervision” required by law. 


Practice on Customers. 


“In most cases,” the hairdresser 
said, “the customer. doesn’t know 
she is being practiced on, but flat- 
ters herself that she is taking ad- 
vantage of a real bargain. Some 
schools actually send girls out on 
call to various shops i na chain, 
while others maifitain shops in the 
school. Obviously, when the cus- 
tomer is not made aware the op- 
erator is only a student, it is im- 
possible for the school to have an 
instructor on hand as the law re- 
quires.

WASHINGTON, May 6—Argu- 
ments were concluded in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday on the con- 
stitutionality of the Federal] old age 
pension system. 

The Justices took the question 
under consideration after listening 
to arguments by attorneys for the 
Government and for George P.

adjourn early in June for the sum- 
mer.

‘OLD LAW GIVES WOMAN 
WIDOW’S SHARE OF ESTATE 


Judge Rules She Is Entitled to $33,- 

000 Though Marriage Was 
Not Recorded. 
| By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 6. An old 
‘Indiana law on the subject of 
matrimony meant approximately 
$33,000 to Mrs. Jane Wilson Du 
Mont, 27 years old, in Circuit Court 
yesterday. 

Judge Joseph E. Daily of Peoria, 
‘Ill, sitting here, ruled that under 
i'the statute Mrs. DuMont was the 
'widow of Newman A. DuMont, a 
|Chicago attorney who died last 
|September, and is entitled to one- 
'third of his $100,000 estate. 
| Mrs. DuMont said she and the 
‘attorney took out a marriage license 
in Crown Point, Ind., July 28, 1932, 
and went through a ceremony be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace. There 
was no record of the marriage and 
relatives of DuMont denied it had 
taken place. “I could find no exact 
precedent for the situation we have 
here,” Judge Daily said in his de- 
(cision. “But I did find an Indiana 
‘Statute that reads, ‘No marriage 
shall be void for the want of license 
or other formality required by the

|law, if either of the parties there-

McClennen asseged “there can 
be no question that the tax was 
imposed to provide qld age bene- 
fits.”

“Is it within the bounds of reason 
to assume that Congress would 
have done such a thing as that in 
a bill to raise general revenue? 

“It is not within the power of 
the United States to impose a tax 
to care for the aged. The tax must 
fall because it lacks the essential 
quality of a Federal purpose. That 
is a function of the states.” 

Pointing out that farm and do- 
mestic help are exempt from. the 
levy, McClenng@n said “you could 
not find a better example of capri- 
ciousness.” 

“It might as well have been laid 
on bald-headed or gray-haired men, 
or on those who wore white, or 
blue shirts,” he added. “If it is the 
duty of the Federal Government to 
provide for the support of the aged, 
it must care for infants, the crippled 
and all those who cannot support 
themselves.”

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MATERNITY HOSPITAL SEEKS 
NEW FISCAL ARRANGEMENT 


Seeks Court Authority to Dispose of 
Endowment Funds to Pay 
$194,000 Indebtedness. 

The St. Louis Maternity Hospital, 
630 North Kingshighway boulevard, 
yesterday filed in Circuit Court a 
petition seeking authority to dis- 
pose of portions of three endow- 
ment funds totaling $334,762 to en- 
able it to pay a funded indebted- 
ness of $194,000 represented by a 
bond issue. The petition sets forth 
the hospital has the opportunity to 
purchase its bonds at par. Under 
a proposed new refinancing plan 
the hospital also would be relieved 
of an obligation of $51,214 to Wash- 
ington University for the hospital’s 
share of the cost of the erection 
and maintenance of a nurses’ home 
in 1926. 

It has been unable to make pay- 
ments on the bonded indebtedness 
since December, 1932, and $24,000 is 
in default on the principal, the hos- 
pital states. From October, 1933, to 
last Dec. 31, it operated at a deficit 
of $46,097. Its expenditures last 
year were $156,326 and its receipts 
from gifts, endowments, -Commu- 
nity Fund finances and fees was 
$140,391. 

Of the endowment fund which 
the hospital seeks to use, $100,000 
was left by Paul Brown, capitalist, 
who died in 1927, $19,827 by Milton 
J. Moore, who died in 1931, and most 
of the balance by James Gay Butler, 
who died in 1916. Under the terms, 
only the interest was to have been 
used for general purposes of the 
hospital, 


RABBIS’ RULING ON DIVORCE 


Deserted Wife Must Get Consent of 
Husband for Decree.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 6. 
—A final ruling that a deserted 
Jewish wife cannot be granted a 
religious divorce unless her husband 
returns and gives his consent, was 
handed down yesterday by the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the 
United States and Canada. 

The ruling followed a controversy 
with the conservative Rabbinate 
over the latter’s contention that the 
Jewish law governing the rights of 
the deserted wife should be modi- 
fied. Rabbi Joseph Konvitz of 
Newark, president of the union, an- 
nounced correspondence with 1500 
Rabbinical scholars throughout the 
world substantiated the union’s 
previously announced belief that the 
law could not be modified.

America Corporation, the top hold- 
ing company of the Van Sweringen 
rail empire. 

A short time after the committee 
opened an inquiry into the recent 
transfer of control of the 23,000- 
mile transportation network, Wheel- 
er presented figures indicating the 
“book value” of Ball’s Mid-America 
holdings had risen to $10,137,000 in 
about 18 months. 
| Frank Bernard, Muncie, Ind., 
banker and Ball’s representative at 
the hearing, protested the figure 
was “meaningless” because the 
stocks could not have been mar- 
keted at that price. 

He said that control of the rail 
| system actually was sold two weeks 
‘ago for $6,375,000 to three young 
| New York brokers. 

Payment to Brothers. 

Earlier the committee heard tes- 
timony that Mid-America had paid 
$158,000 to the late Van Sweringen 
brothers “for comparatively nomi- 
nal services.” 

Bernard told the committee he 
considered the compensation “rea- 
sonable” for “men of the caliber of 
the Van Sweringens,” who linked to- 
gether 23,000 miles of railroad by 
means of 240 interlocking corpora- 
tions. 

Bernard said that he represented 
Ball in the sale of controlling secu- 
rities to Frank F. Kolbe, Robert R. 
Young and Allan P. Kirby, all of 
New York. 

Wheeler said far-reaching legisla- 
tion—including the outlawing of 
railroad holding companies might 
result from the inquiry. 

Buyers Summoned. 
| He summoned Young, Kolbe and 
Kirby to explain their acquisition 
of securities controlling the trans- 
| portation empire. 

Through a pyramid of holding 
companies these securities carry 
control of $3,000,000,000 worth of 
properties — among them seven 
major railway systems, coal pits, 
hotels, bus lines and office build- 
ings. 
| These properties were strung to- 
gether in a chain of 249 interlock- 
ing corporations by the late Van 
Sweringen brothers of Cleveland. 

When their empire began to 
crumble during the depression, a 
New York bankers’ syndicate fore- 
closed its mortgage on the con- 
trolling securities and sold them at 
auction. They were purchased for 
$3,121,000 by Ball, a friend of the 
Van Sweringens. He handed the 
vast network back to the brothers 
to manage during their lifetime. 

After their death, he transferred 
his key stocks and bonds to a fam- 
ily charitable foundation. It sold 
them a few weeks ago at a 100 per 
cent profit to the New York brok- 
erage firm of Young, Kolbe & Co., 
closely identified with General 
Motors and du Pont interests. 

Suspect du Pont Money. 

Although the three financiers 
have insisted they acquired con- 
trol for themselves alone, some 
members of Wheeler’s committee 
have expressed the belief that “du- 
Pont money” was involved.

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MELLON INSTITUTE 
DEDICATES BUILDING 


$6,000,000 Structure Houses 
Novel Laboratories for 
Research. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 6.—Mel- 
lon Institute dedicated today its $6,- 
000,000 new building, the world’s 
largest research institution. Its ex- 
terior is a Greek temple of nine 
stories. 

It has three and one-half miles of 
corridors leading to 322 laboratory 


rooms where 185 scientists work. In 
the new laboratories the scientist 
can get the temperature of tropics 
or Arctic, or the climate of the 
Sahara for his experiments simply 
by turning a thermostat. 

If he wants a vacuum he can get 
it out of a pipe in any room. Usually 
making a vacuum requires special 
apparatus with big pumps. Other 
pipes will give him steam, gas, hot 
or distilled water with the turn of 
a valve. * 

Shelves hook into the walls. Ten 
minutes is enough to change the 
shelf. arrangement of an entire 
room.. Furniture is made without 
bolts or screws—only a rubber mal- 
let is needed to take apart labora- 
tory tables or to add to them. 

Main corridors are Botticino mar- 
ble, doors aluminum. In the Greek 
evxterior are 62 Ionic columns of 
Indiana limestone, each of 60 tons. 

The scientific workers receive an 
average pay of $4000 a year. These 
men and the 777 scientists who have 
preceded them since the institute 
was founded in 1911 have, by their 
discoveries, established 10 new 
American industries, aided about 
4000 American companies and in-

The dedication today is in honor 
of Andrew W. Mellon and the late 
Richard B. Mellon, founders of the 
institute. They set it up as “an 
independent non-profit scientific 
institution whose sole aim would be 
the search for truth.” Since the 
founding they have given the insti- 
tute $11,000,000, not including the 
building. The appropriations for 
research this year are more than 
$800,000. Many industries contrib- 
ute to this fund. 

Andrew W. Mellon told an audi- 
ence including 1000 scientists that 
the idea for the institute developed 
from his desire to speak French 
fluently, a desire which he said “re- 
mains unsatisfied to this day.” 


Mellon said a young French in- 


structor brought him a letter from 


his father, describing a supposed 
chemical discovery. A chemist re- 
ported the discovery had no prac- 
tical value and gave Mellon a book 
on chemistry by Robert Kennedy 
Duncan of the University of Kan- 
sas. In this book, Mellon said, he 
found the idea for Mellon Institute 
—the principle of co-operation be- 
tween science and industry. 

Prof. Duncan became the insti- 
tute’s first director.

STATE PENSION BOARD 
HEAD DEFENDS POLICY 


Payments Properly Made Un- 
der Law, He Says, Despite 
Federal Criticism. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 6.—The 
expenditure of $846,648 by the State 
Old-Age Assistance Board, which 
the Federal Social Security Board 
said had not been justified, was 
made properly under the State’s 


old-age pension law, W. Ed Jame- 
son, chairman of the board, and 
Allen M. Thompson, pension com- 
missioner, said in a statement to- 
day. 

The statement was issued in re- 
ply to the charge, which was made 
by A. J. Altmeyer, chairman of the 
Federal board, in a recent letter to 
Gov. Stark. The letter complained 
that the administration of the old- 
age pension program in Missouri 
did not conform to Federal require- 
ments, and the State was notified 
to show cause in Washington next 
Tuesday why further Federal 
grants to the State for the pensions 
should be continued. 

Jameson and Thompson said the 
total amount to which exceptions 
were made did not represent Fed- 
eral funds, but consisted of pay- 
ments made under the State law in 
which the Federal Social Security 
Board had refused to participate. 
The payments objected to, they 
said, included $327,927 paid out in 
retroactive payments, $333,505 rep- 
resenting exceptions taken because 
the Jackson County (Kansas City) 
Old-Age Assistance Board used oral 
instead of written instructions in 
delegating authority for signing in- 
vestigation records, and $111,369 
representing first payments made 
to persons releasea from county in- 
firmaries. 

The balance, consisting of smaller 
amounts, were objected to for vari- 
ous reasons, chiefly because the ad- 
ministrative details involved failed 
to meet the requirements of the 
Federal board. It was said also that 
the funds involved had already been 
paid out in pensions.

Amounts Larger Than Budget Fig- 
ures Wanted by Mississippi 
Congressman.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Repre- 
sentative Whittington (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, said today he would seek 
flood-control appropriations larger 
than those President Roosevelt has 
set as maximums for that work 
next year. 

The Mississippian, chairman of 
the House Flood-Control Commit- 
tee, disclosed at a committee session 
he would ask the Appropriations 
Committee to increase the budget 
figures of $22,500,000 for executing 
the purposes of the Overton Flood- 
Control Act and $30,000,000 for proj- 
ects approved in the 1936 Omnibus 
Flood-Control Law.

000 annually for six years and the 
Omnibus Act $50,000,000 a year over 
the same period.

Carmen Decide to Stay.

It was reported Ernest Bevin, 
spokesman for the transport union, 
promised them early settlement of 
the busmen’s strike, which has 
jammed London’s subways and 
street cars and left many persons 
to find other means of transporta- 
tion.

WAR MEDIATION 


Mussolini and Von Neurath 
Decide Spanish Rebels 
Should Have Another 
Chance to Take Madrid.

ROME, May 6.—Examining all 
their common probiems in three 
days of conversations, which ended 
yesterday, Premier Benito Mus- 
solini of Italy and Foreign Minister 
Konstantin von Neurath of Gere 
many prepared the way, it is undere 
stood, to go through with a Fascist 
victory for Gen. Francisco Franco, 
the insurgent leader in Spain. 

The prestige of both countries is 
equally involved in Spain, where 
Germany, like Italy, has recognized 
the Franco government and sent 
thousands of “volunteers” to make 
the Fascist aid for the rebels effi- 
cacious and concrete. 

Mediation to Wait. 

Mussolini and Chancellor Hitler’s 
emissary agreed here, it is undere 
stood, that mediation through the 
International Non-Intervention 
Committee at London, as preferred 
by the Germans, should wait until 
the Fascists had one more try at 
storming Madrid. The new offen- 
sive should begin in the first week 
of June. 

This expectation is perhaps the

Favors Harrison-Black Bill. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

CANNOT agree with your conclusion 

that the passage of the MHarrison- 
Black bill would standardize education. 
In fact, the bill specifically provides 
that the grants shall be outright, and 
each state Legislature shall determine 
the mode of distribution. 

One of the fundamental tenets of de- 
mocracy is that in order to insure its 
future success the electorate must be 
informed. At the present time, the chil- 
dren living in our poorer states and in 
the poorer sections of our more prosper- 
ous states are being denied adequate 
school advantages because their commu- 
nities are unable to provide the revenue 
to support an adequate school system. 
According to an estimate made by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
the wealth back of each child in the va- 
rious states ranges from $4400 in Missis- 
sippi to $32,000 in Nevada. Norton of 
Columbia University has shown that the 
12 wealthiest states have about three 
times as much wealth per capita as the 
12 poorest states. The children of Mis- 
sissippi and the poorer sections are citi- 
zens and future voters the same as the 
children living in more fortunate centers. 
The United States, as a nation, is vitally 
interested in their education. 

The children of America are its most 
priceless natural resources. It is right 
and proper that the wealth of America 
be taxed wherever it is located in order 
to educate children wherever they live. 
Education must become a subject of na- 
tional concern, not on!y because resources 
are inadequate in many sections, but the 
migratory disposition of our people will 
never permit us to isolate ignorance in 
the poverty-ridden sections of our coun- 
try. Organizations such as the American 
Legion, the National Education Associa- 
tion, the American Federation of Labor 
and the Farm Bureau are to be commend- 
ed for indorsing this most worthwhile and 
forward-looking legislation which is de- 
signed to give children of America an 
opportunity to develop into better citi- 
gens.

CURB THIS RACKET! 

In a series of editorials that have attracted nation- 
wide attention, the Post-Dispatch has demonstrated 
that the old-age assistance movement in Missouri, 
approved by the voters from motives of the finest 
humanitarianism, has degenerated into a racket of 
astounding proportions. 
The people were told when they approved the old- 
age amendment that approximately 20,000 indigent 
persons over 70 would be placed on the pension 
rolls and that the cost of caring for them would be 
cheaper than the cost of maintaining poorhouses. 
They have now been disillusioned. Already nearly 
60,000 persons are on the rolls, more than 10,000 addi- 
tional applications have been approved and altogether 
nearly 100,000 applications have been filed. Since, ac- 
cording to an estimate of the State Old-Age Assist- 
ance Division, there are in Missouri only 178,000 per- 
sons over the age of 70, more than 50 per cent have 
filed for old-age assistance. It is not possible that 
this proportion of persons over 70 is eligible for as- 
sistance under the strict terms of the constitutional 
amendment and the statute. 
Missouri’s bill for old-age pensions during the 
coming two years will be approximately $18,900,000, 
which, with an equal Federal contribution, will make 
a total in old-age assistance payments of $37,800,000, 
or within a few millions of the entire amount spent 
out of general revenue for all State purposes in the 
last biennium. This is why it is necessary further 
to tax poverty in Missouri by increasing the sales 
tax from 1 to 2 per cent. 
The explanation of this situation is that the poli- 
ticians have engaged in wholesale padding of the 
rolls, placing on them the undeserving as well as the 
deserving. One of the tragic consequences is that, 
because of the presence of undeserving persons on 
the rolls, it has been possible in the past to pay each 
pensioner only about $11 a month instead of the $30 
contemplated by law. In the next two years, even 
with the vast new revenue, it is contemplated to pay 
each pensioner only $20 a month instead of the $30 
which all deserving pensioners should receive. 
It now appears that this situation is not peculiar 
to Missouri, but has occurred elsewhere in the United 
States, to the point of arousing fear on the part of 
those who fathered the old-age assistance movement 
that partisan politics will kill it. 
We quote from the magazine Social Security, whose 
editor is Abraham Epstein, the foremost advocate of 
old-age pensions in the United States: ‘“‘An ominous 
warning that politics and the exorbitant demands 
of selfish groups are strangling the old-age pension 
movement was sounded by practically every one of 
the administrators and experts who addressed the 
two well-attended conference sessions (National Con- 
ference on Social Security) devoted to the problems 
of the aged on Friday, April 9.” 
Social Security goes on to quote Mr. Epstein as 
saying that “in many states the pension systems have 
become mere cogs in the state political machines. 
Grants to aged persons are frequently made not on 
the basis of need, as the laws intend, but on the basis 
of political expediency.” He cited the great disparity 
in the distribution of the number of pensioners. 
Texas, for example, with a population about half 
that of New York, is paying pensions to 38,000 more 
people, after only six months of operation, than New 
Yorfk had after seven years of operation. 
Other speakers at the conference were equally forth- 
right. Francis Bardwell of Massachusetts, who has 
campaigned for 30 years for old-age pensions, said 
that if the “pernicious, dishonest, extravagant influ- 
ences” which are obtaining a foothold in some states 
are allowed to become dominant, “the future of old- 
age assistance can honestly be questioned.” Mrs. Mar- 
garet Grant Schneider, member of the Committee 
on Social Security of the Social Science Research 
Council, said, “It is a significant fact that nowhere in 
Europe are the aged organized into a political pres- 
sure group, nowhere have extravagant ideas such as 
the Townsend plan taken root, and nowhere have old- 
age pensioners plundered the treasuries and become 
a political racket as old-age assistance threatens to 
do here in the United States.”

For another, states would not be allowed 
to decrease their own educational contributions below 
the figure for 1936.

A Historian Looks at the Court Scheme 


Writer who supported Roosevelt in 1932 answers arguments advanced by: British 
journal for court-packing plan; reminds that President said nothing of scheme in 
campaign, so no “mandate” for it exists; says many liberals oppose project because 
they see its dangers for future; urges independent judiciary as bulwark of liberty. 


From a Letter to the Manchester Guardian by James Truslow Adams, American 
Historian, Author of “The Epic of America.” 


To the Editor of the Manchester Guardian: 
AY I call your attention to certain mis- 
[Vf uncerstandings in your leader of Feb. 9 
on the Supreme Court issue? 

You state that Mr. Roosevelt is following 
precedent and that “the number of Judges 
have been steadily increased in the past.” 
The facts are that the court originally had 
six members and that until 1869 they had 
to go on circuit as well as sit at the capital. 
For this reason, with the increase in popula- 
tion and territory, the number was raised to 
nine (1837) and to 10 (1863). 

In 1866, as part of the campaign waged 
by Congress against Andrew Johnson, in- 
cluding the effort to impeach the President, 
the court was reduced to seven, but only as 
Justices died, and actually did not get below 
eight. In 1869 the number was restored to 
nine, and they no longer had to go on cir- 
cuit, so that there has been no need to in- 
crease the number in the last approximate 
70 years. 

There is no precedent for Mr. Roosevelt’s 
action. It has often been suggested that there 
should be an age limit, and I think there is 
little opposition to this now, provided that it 
apply only to new Justices as they may be 
appointed and that the plan be not used as 
a subterfuge for packing the court. 

You also state that Mr. Roosevelt received 
the biggest majority in American history. In 
numbers, yes, because population grows 
every four years and an unusual number of 
voters turned out in 1936. But he received 
only 60.2 per cent of the popular vote, as 
against 63.8 per cent for Harding (1920) and 
65.2 per cent for Coolidge (1924). 

Again, you state that on a national issue 
the vote in the Supreme Court is “invaria- 
bly” 6-3 or 5-4. The Tennessee Valley case 
was decided 8-1 in favor of the Government 
and the N RA 90 against it, to mention

Mr. Roosevelt won a great victory at the 
polls and holds a mandate from the people. 
But mandate for what? In the campaign, 
he declined to say anything as to his inten- 
tions with regard to the court and, on the 
contrary, stood on the party platform, which 
declared that if legislation could not be se- 
cured within the Constitution, the people 
would be allowed to pass on a “clarifying 
amendment.” That was the mandate, if 
pledges mean anything. , 

The Supreme Court we have always re- 
garded as the final bulwark of our liberties. 
Our Constitution, with its amendments, is a 
single instrument and in it is enshrined the 
Bill of Rights, guaranteeing freedom of reli- 
gion and worship, of press and speech, and 
so on. If this administration can pack the 
court so as to change, say, the commerce 
clause, another government could some day 
pack it to change other clauses, including 
those in the Bill of Rights. 

When the State dictator, the late Huey 
Long, abolished freedom of the press in Lou- 
isiana, the Supreme Court restored it, and 
it alone could do so. In our bitterest po- 
litical campaigns, we have accepted the ver- 
dict of the majority, even if we feared its 
policies, because we have known that our 
fundamental rights in the Constitution would 
be protected by an independent court. But 
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if a successful party can control the court 
by packing it, then a political victory may 
mean the loss of liberty. 

When the court declares legislation uncon- 
stitutional, it may be for two reasons. One 
may be because the law has been badly 
drawn, and it is notorious that much of the 
New Deal legislation has been very badly 
drawn. But it may also be because the 
court cannot reconcile essentially the new 
law with the fundamental law. The way is 
then open for the people to change that fun- 
damental law by an amendment. We have 
done so six times in the last 20 years. 

Whether the method is slow or fast de 
pends not on the method itself but on how 
far public opinion is consolidated. The peo- 
ple were overwhelmingly in favor of the re- 
peal of prohibition, and the process of 
amendment: took only 10 months from gtaxt 
to finish. The child labor amendment has 
hung for years, but that is because, although 
in general public opinion is against child la- 
bor, the pending amendment was so drawn 
as to encounter much legitimate opposition. 


Many of the leading liberals of the United 
States are against Mr. Roosevelt in this 
court crisis because they look beyond the 
present. The powers already bestowed on 
him are immense, In fact, Mr. Roosevelt 
has himself stated that such instruments of 
power have been built up under him as 
would shackle the liberties of the people if 
they Tell into wrong hands. In whose hands 
will they be five, 10 years hence? 

Political shifts are rapid in post-war Amer- 
ica, as evidenced by Coolidge’s 65 per cent 
vote in 1924 and Roosevelt’s 60 per cent 
in 1936. The world is in turmoil, and peoples 
take to strange doctrines. If we grant that 
a President, or Congress, or both can con- 
trol the Supreme Court, together with the 
other vast powers already built up, then 
what may happen if these powers should fall 
in some not distant election into what Mr. 
Roosevelt calls the “wrong hands”? 

These are some of the reasons why those 
liberals who are in general agreement with 
the President’s social aims are opposing him 
when he tries to pack the court. In a coun- 
try so vast, with such sectional cleavages, as 
well as economic, with so great a foreign 
population, without the steadying influences 
of tradition and temperament which char- 
acterize the British, I think that we liberals 
who are now opposing Roosevelt, though I 
was for him in 1932, have sound reason to 
do so. His own words have warned us.

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PUBLISHER ON PROFIT 
AIMS OF NEWSPAPERS 


Mark Etheridge of Louisville 
Courier-Journal Speaks at 
Columbia, Mo. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 6. — In- 
fluenced too much by the pressure 
to grab circulation, get advertising 
and make profits, American news- 
papers “as a whole” in recent years 
have lost much public confidence 
and “never so badly failed to give 
guidance and learship to social and 
economic changes,” Mark Etheridge, 
general manager of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal and Times, said in 
a Journalism Week address at the 
University of Missouri here last 
night. 

Asserting “I have no desire to in- 
dict the whole press” and there are 
“notable and numerous exceptions” 
to his charge, Etheridge continued: 

“Newspapers of today are not, 
in any strict sense, newspapers; 
they have been changed in editorial 
content into daily magazines, with 
avid circulation managers demand- 
ing ‘more and more feature ma- 
terial. The smart managing editor 
in recent years has had to know 
as much about how to cater to the 
jaded appetites of his readers in 
the sex-fiction field as he has had 
to know about how to handle a 
news story.” 


Cites Campaign Coverage. 

Etheridge declared that in the 
last presidential campaign news- 
papers “were never so unfaithful 
to their trust to present unbiased 
news, with editorials free from 
selfish interest. So great was the 
bitterness, so great the hatred that 
there was disgraceful breaking out 
of bounds by newspapers on both 
sides.” 

The speaker urged that news- 
papers, in addition to being profit- 
making businesses, be institutions 
“dedicated to the public good and 
public service and to the preserva- 
tion of real democracy in this coun- 
try. 

“I believe,” Etheridge continued, 
“the general attitude of publishers 
is being exemplified by the fact that 
their annual convention is occupied 
almost exclusively with considera- 
tion of advertising, circulation and 
mechanical matters and little or 
none with editorial affairs. 

“What I propose for American 
newspaper publishers,” Etherdige 
said, “is a pilgrimage to Canossa, 
with the people instead of the Pope 
receiving their penance. That in- 
volves, in the future, putting as 
much emphasis on editorial content 
as they hav2 put upon business 
in the last three decades. That 
involves printing better newspapers, 
fairer newspapers, more intelligent 
newspapers. 

Wants Dignified Journals. 

“It involves a deliberate and sin- 
cere effort to win back the confi- 
dence they have lost; to shake off 
the superficiality that has become 
the hall-mark of most American 
journals and to become once again 
dignified and enlightened journals 
of information, interpretation and 
opinion.” 

Sharing the speaker’s platform 
with Etheridge was Kenneth Dur- 
ant, manager of the New York 
Bureau of Tass, Russian news 
agency, who said press censorship 
in the Soviets has not prevented 
a free press. 

“TI shall be asked how a free 
press can exist under a censorship,” 
Durant said. “There is a censor- 
ship in the Soviet Union, but we 
are no more conscious of censor- 
ship than the American newspaper 
man is of his libel laws as he 
writes. It (censorship) has not 
interfered with one of the most 
extraordinary ‘cultural movements 
in the history of the world. It will 
interfere with any attempt to re- 
store the Czar or the landlords or 
capitalism. It will interfere with 
any attempt to spread ° racial 
prejudice or national chauvinism. 
The constitution guarantees the po- 
litical, economic and social equality 
of all citizens irrespective of their 
nationality or race. 

“Today, newspapers everywhere 
are published under various limita- 
tions. In some countries these 
limitations are called libel laws or 
blue laws or puritanism or the ad- 
vertising department. In the Soviet 
Union they are called censorship, 
and they exist to protect the gains 
of the revolution and the rights of 


humanity.”

CURTIS BEITS SPEAKS 
ON POLITICAL WRITING 


Successful Reporter Needs 
‘Suspicious Turn of Mind’ 
and ‘Fearlessness.’ 


By the Associated Press. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., May 6.—Curtis 
A. Betts, political writer for the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, told a Jour- 
nalism Week audience at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri here today that 
first requisites of a successful po- 
litical reporter are “a suspicious 
mind” and “fearlessness.” 

“He must be always turning over 
chips to find the bugs, and always 
penetrating the jungles to rout out 


life,” Betts explained. “He must 
be constantly on guard against be- 
ing ‘taken in’ by the political 
mountebanks and demogagic poli- 
ticians.” 

Some politicians say “that it is 
no wonder that we do not get more 
unselfish public service when pub- 
lic officials are constantly under 
fire,’ Betts said, but added: “I 
never can avoid laughing outright 
at their amusing contention that we 
would have better government if 
public officials never were criti- 
cised. “I know that the fear of 
unfavorable pubiicity is the one 
thing that keeps us from having a 
lot worse government than we 
have. 

“There is no real fear among this 
gentry of criminal prosecution. All 
too often they control prosecuting 
officials, and have undue influence 
On the lower courts of the State. 
But they do fear publicity. ... 

“Your newspapers do more to 
prevent corruption in public life 
than all the laws on the statute 
books.” 

Declaring courage to be essential 
to an honest political news report, 
Betts said of the news writer: 
“Whenever he sees a public wrong 
he must hit it, hit it hard, and he 
must hit the individual, or the po- 
litical machine, or the legislative 
machine that is responsible for the 
wrong. He must let no fear of 
personal consequences or loss of fa- 
vor with individuals enter into his 
considerations, no matter how high 
their official positions.” 

News sources are not alienated by 
such tactics, he said. 

“As a matter of fact, there are 
always honest, sincere men in pub- 
lic office. If they know a report is 
honest, if they know he can be 
trusted to keep confidential the 
source of information which they 
for any reason do not feel free to 
sponsor, if they know he will intel- 
ligently handle news in the public 
interest, he will have no difficulty 
about news sources that will be of 
| value.”

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King’s First Court Opens 
Coronation Social Season 


500 Women, Including 14 Americans, Present- 
ed to George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
at Glittering Affair.

LONDON, May 6.—The corona- 
tion social season opened in the 
gold-decked ballroom of Bucking- 


ham Palace last night when 500 
court debutantes, including 14 
Americans, made their bows before 
King George and Queen Elizabeth 
in the first of three royal courts. 

The women, in white silver 
gowns, filed past the royal dais. 

The court began at 9:30, when 
the King and Queen and other 
members of the royal family walked 
in procession from the state dining 
room to the ballroom with the Lord 
Chamberlain. Officers of state 
walked backward before them. 

A string band of the Scots Guards 
played the national anthem and 
their majesties ascended their 
thrones. The Lord Chamberlain 
announced the name of the first 
woman to pass the dais and the 
first court of George VII’s reign had 
started. 

Second Court Tonight. 

The second court will be held to- 
night when women from Australia, 
South Africa and Canada will be 
presented in keeping with the 
King’s desire that dominions take 
active part in the coronation sea- 
son. The third court will take 
place July 1. 

Last night’s debutantes formed 
a queue of nodding white plumes 
with their headdresses as they 
moved slowly past the thrones at 
the rate of about 10 every minute. 
Each gave her card to a court offi- 
cial, heard her name called and 
swept into a low curtsy before the 
King. She curtsied again to the 
Queen and moved slowly away, 
keeping her face toward the royal 
pair. 

The King was in military uniform 
and the Queen wore a richly em- 
broidered gown and_ sparkling 
jewels.

Attorney, Former Member of 
State Athletic Commission, 
Dead of Heart Disease. 


The funera] of Seneca C. Taylor, 
attorney and former member of the 
State Athletic Commission, who died 
of heart disease yesterday after- 
noon at St. Mary’s Hospital, will be 
held at 8:30 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing from the residence, 339 Plant 
avenue, Webster Groves, to the 
Church of Our Holy Redeemer, 347 
East Lockwood avenue. Burial will 
be in Calvary Cemetery. 

Mr. Taylor, who was 63 years 
old, had been in ill health since 
August, 1934, when he suffered a 
heart injury through over-exertion. 
He became seriously ill Monday. 
Uremic poisoning developed and 
was a complication contributing to 
his death. 

A native St. Louisan, he had prac- 
ticed law here since his graduation 
from Washington University Law 
School in 1895, when he entered the 
law offices of his father, the late 
Seneca N. Taylor. His office in 
recent years was in the Interna- 
tional Building. 

Always active in sports, he was 
a professional boxer as an under- 
graduate in Hamilton College, 
Utica, N. Y., and judged many ama- 
teur bouts after he entered prac- 
tice here. Former Gov. Henry S. 
Caulfield, a law school classmate, 
appointed him in 1929 to the Ath- 
letic Commission where he served 
more than four years. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Nolan Taylor, and a sister, 
Mrs, J. D. Nettleship of Webster 
Groves. 


Will Filed; $1 Left to Each of Eight 
Relatives, Rest to Widow. 

Mr. Taylor’s will was filed in Pro- 
bate Court at Clayton this morning. 
It leaves eight $1 bequests to rela- 
tives, including his stepmother, 
Mrs. Seneca N. Taylor Sr., 4218 
Washington boulevard, and a sister, 
Mrs. Mary T,. Nettleship of Webster 
Groves, and the rest to his widow, 
who was named executor. 

The will was dated June 1, 1929. 
No estimate of the value of the es- 
tate could be obtained. The attor- 
ney who filed the will said the ac- 
tion was taken immediately in order 
to take assets in Southeastern Mis- 
souri into the estate as quickly as

“should lead to wider collaboration, 
even with other powers.” 

The identity of policy is based on 
the formula, “Nothing without and 
nothing against Germany and 
Italy.” This is far short of an alli- 
ance; but, in addition to a joint 
policy in support of colonies for 
Germany and recognition of Ethi- 
opia as part of an Italian empire, 
the two nations will try to strength- 
en each other by an exchange of 
military and industrial secrets. 

Both Fascist countries hope, of 
course, that they can replace the 
Locarno of collectivist Geneva, with 
which Germany has broken, by a 
new accord among Britain, Europe, 
Germany and Italy. This move 
toward a four-power directorate to 
isolate France from Soviet Russia 
had already been discussed by Mus- 
solini and Colonel-General Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, Hitler’s 
chief aid. 

Mussolini and Neurath found new 
hope for Fascist strategy, it is un- 
derstood, not only in Belgium’s neu- 
trality policy, but also in the dents 
which Berlin and Rome are making 
in French-British prestige through- 
out Central Europe, which they 
hope to turn into a broad little 
Europa of Fascism. 

It is significant that Neurath 
found time, before he departed for 
Berlin, to call on the Austrian and 
Hungarian ministers. Mussolini, at 
his Venice conference with Chan- 
cellor Kurt Schuschnigg of Austria. 
went far toward pushing Austria 
into Germany’s arms, and Germany, 
it is learned, has urged Hungary 
to trust Mussolini and follow his 
leads. 

Meanwhile, Mussolini hopes to 
win Rumania to the Fascist bloc 
which he started building when his 
son-in-law, Foreign Minister Ga- 
leazzo Ciano, at Belgrade, spiked 
French schemes for an alliance 
with the Little Entente (Rumania, 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia.) 
These plans were nullified when 
Yugoslavia decided to co-operate 
with Italy. 

Prestige and show of strength 
mean more to Balkan countries like 
Rumania than anything else, and 
this is said to be an added reason 
why the Fascist nations feel that 
they must achieve victory for 
Franco in Spain, even though he 
seems no closer now than at the 
beginning to winning the civil war.

duce this to five years, but Donnelly 
offered an amendment to the 
amendment, restoring the 10-year 
provision, and was successful in 
having it adopted.

She seldom con- 
siders that meat, like fruits and 
vegetables and milk, has an impor- 
tant nutritional contribution to her 
family’s diet and should no more 
be cut from the daily menu than 
the daily fresh fruit and vegetable 
servings. 

Meat protein has growth-promot- 
ing and tissue-repairing qualities 
which make it as essential in the 
growing child’s diet as in the diet 
of the active man and woman. 

Many diets, both of adults and 
children, are definitely inadequate 
in both the proteins and iron which 
meat supplies in large quantities. 
Vitamins, particularly vitamin G, 
are further important contributions 
of meat to the health of the family. 

The answer to the higher meat 
price is not less meat for your fam- 
ily, but less expensive cuts. 

Have Good Flavor. 

Any of the cuts from the chuck, 
short ribs, neck, shank or brisket 
of beef are inexpensive and have 
excellent flavor qualities. Any of 
them may be made deliciously juicy 
and tender as well as highly appe- 
tizing, with the right method of 
cooking.

Dutch ovens are made of cast 
iron or cast aluminum, Those of 
cast iron are least expensive and 
quite as efficient as those of the 
more expensive materials, They do 
require more attention, however, to 
prevent rusting. Ovens of a poor 
grade of aluminum discolor, pit, 
and become coated with a salty de- 
posit, but those of good quality re- 
tain their smooth bright finish. The 
lid must be thick and close fitting 
to hold in the steam. 

Some firms have recently brought 
out a deep, heavy skillet of alum- 
inum with a tight fitting lid—a 
utensil which can serve as a Dutch 
oven and so do double duty. 
Casseroles. of china, glass, and 
earthenware are closely akin to the 
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needs a thick skillet or frying pan, 
according to meat specialists. It 
holds the heat better and main- 
tains a more even heat than does 
a thin utensil, and resists warping 
far longer. A warped pan is an ex- 
pensive piece of equipment, espe- 
cially for wood, coal, and closed 
unit electric stoves. There are still 
iron frying pans, dear to our grand- 
mother’s heart, and many of them 
have added chromium linings so 
that they will not rust. Chromium 
linings are excellent because of 
their smoothness, and durability. 
Chromium is not affected by air, 
water, food acids, or food alka- 
lies. Skillets, too, should have well-

EOTIMATE BOARD ADDS 
$104,220 10 BUDGET 


Increases $20,009,031 Figure 
of Director—Mogre Discus- 
sion Next Week. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, which has been meet- 
ing for the last two days on the 
city’s 1937-38 budget, has made in- 
creases totaling $104,220 in the total 


budget of $20,009,031 recommended 
by Budget Director Arthur C. Mey- 
ers. The figure submitted by Mey- 
ers was $3,212,816 less than the 
total of $23,221,847 originally re- 
quested by department heads. 

The fiscal year 1936-37 ended 
April 12 with a deficit of about $2,- 
000,000, the largest in the city’s 
history, and Meyers recommended 
the $3,212,816 cut in the requests of 
department heads in order that the 
deficit would not be increased dur- 
ing the coming year. While a few 
additional increases are expected to 
be made by the Board of Estimate 
in Meyers’ totals, net decreases in 
the total requested by the depart- 
ment heads are expected to total 
$3,000,000. 

Increases approved by the board 
included $10,000 for additional la- 
borers in the Park Department; 
$9000 for 10 additional] nurses at 
City Hospital; $8500 for Park De- 
partment supplies; $10,440 for ad- 
ditional employes in the Recrea- 
tion Division of the Park Depart- 
ment; $8180 for additional nurses 
at City Hospital No. 2, and $7740 
for additional attendants at the City 
Sanitarium.

WORKERS’ ALLIANCE TO FIGHT 
CUT IN CITY RELIEF ROLLS 


Statement Calls Move ‘Astonishing’; 
Says It Resembles ‘Old 
Deal Policies. 


The Workers’ Alliance of St. 
Louis will actively oppose reduction 
of the number of persons on relief 
rolls, made necessary by curtail- 
ment of funds. The proposed re- 


duction, 18.4 per cent or about 7400 
persons, announced yesterday by 
Chairman William C. Connett of 
the St. Louis Relief Committee, was 
termed “astonishing,” in a _ state- 
ment issued by a committee of the 
Alliance today. 

“The word is used because this 
is 1937 and not the depression year 
of 1933,” the statement set forth. 
Things that could be expected then 
because of the economic break- 
down, are not to be contemplated 
now. The cuts have a striking re- 
semblance to old deal policies, 
which have never recognized the 
presence of the unemployed. 

“In face of the rapidly mounting 
cost of living, they are a severe 
blow to the unemployed—a stab in 
the back. During the past week the 
Alliance has registered hundreds of 
unemployed workers, most of them 
in destitute circumstances. We be- 
lieve there are now approximately 
18,000 persons in St. Louis in need 
of relief.”

MILLS’ VIEW ON SOCIAL 
AND ECONOMIC UPLIFT 


Former Treasury Head Argues 
for Individual Energies 
in Free Field. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 6.—Ogden L. 
Mills told the new Schoci for So- 
cial Research last night that it was 
not lack of power to achieve le- 
gitimate ends “that bothers some 
gentlemen. It is the lack of per- 
sonal and arbitrary power.” His 


talk was the third of a series of 
seven by the former Treasury Sec- 
retary. 

Mills asserted that the only suc- 
cessful method of social and eco- 
nomic uplift was through encour- 
agement of the individual and the 
protection of his rights, with an eye 
toward his participation in the na- 
tional wealth so as to encourage a 
feeling of responsibility for the na- 
tional welfare. 

“Let us continue to be ourselves. 
Let us not become servile imitators 
of those with whose traditions and 
outlook we have nothing in com- 
mon,” he continued, discussing the 
public attitude toward Government. 

“The same is true of our eco- 
nomic system. There is no other 
system consistent with democratic 
institutions. 

Our Economic System. 

“Its main characteristics are: 

“A dynamic quality derived from 
the energies of countless individuals 
operating in a free field and actuat- 
ed by normal aspirations and ambi- 
tions. 

“The competitive progress which, 
by exerting unremitting pressure, 
compels growth, change and prog- 
ress, 

“The practice of saving, which 
assures the constant flow of cap- 
ital into productive enterprise to 
replenish other capital that is con- 
stantly dissipated through the 
march of progress. 

“The price mechanism. It directs 
labor and capital into the right 
channels, thus aiding in bringing 
demand and supply into balance.” 

View of Marxist Claims. 

Mills said that if, as the Marxists 
claim, the profit motive demands 
lower wages, inferior general con- 
ditions in industry, a diminution of 
the charges imposed on capital by 
taxation and a consequent reduc- 
tion of the social services, “I for 
one would reject any such system 
of capitalism as fatally defective.” 

The speaker cited an array of 
figures, however, to bolster his con- 
tention that this is not true, and 
said that, instead, the increase in 
per capita income had far out- 
stripped the pace of American em- 
ployment and population during the 
30 years prior to 1929. 

Mills spoke in opposition to the 
30-hour week and proposals for 
constantly reduced work time to 
absorb increased working popula- 
tion. This, he said, would freeze 
production at an arbitrary level and 
make it impossible for mass pro- 
duction to create higher living 
standards. 


“CORONATION. COMMENTARY” 
WILL BE SOLD IN CANADA 


Dominion Allows Sale of Volume, 

Withdrawal of Which Edward 

Forced in England. 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 6.—(Canadi- 
an Press.)—The Dominion of Can- 
ada will permit sale of the “Corona- 
tion Commentary,” book about Ed- 
ward of Windsor and his abdication 
despite its withdrawal by the En- 
glish publishers. 

Revenue Minister Ilsley'  an- 
nounced that he had read the book, 
concluded that it was not treason- 
able, seditious, immoral or inde- 
cent under Canadian law, and 
therefore would be permitted entry. 
United States publishers previously 
had gone ahead with publication 
plans. 

The book was withdrawn by the 
British publishers at the Duke’s in- 
sistence. He subsequently filed suit 
for libel, although the publishers 
had apologized. The book referred 
in part to alleged “muddling” dur- 
ing Edward's reign. Geoffrey Den- 
nis is the author. 


WORKS ON IOOTH BIRTHDAY 


WENONA, IIl., May 6. — Charles 
Johnson was 100 years old Tuesday 
and alive, he said, because he ate 
plentifully of anything he liked, 
worked hard and lived physically 
and morally right. 

He observed the day as he does 
364 others of the year. He worked 
in the garden with tools he keeps 
wrapped over night to preserve 
their usefulness. Johnson, his wife 
and two children came here from 
Sweden in 1867. Soon he owned 
1300 acres of land in four states, but 
he gave it away in 1916 to his chil- 
dren. When he was 80, Johnson fell 
from a ladder and suffered a broken 
leg. After three months in a hos- 
pital, he resumed his daily routine. 
A few years ago his arm was 
broken in a fall on the porch stairs. 


Woman to Edit Missouri U. Book. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 6.—Miss 
Anne Fuqua of Columbia, senior 
in the School of Arts and Sciences 
at the University of Missouri, be- 
came the first woman editor of the 
Savitar, the university year-book, 
when she was elected at a special 
session of the student court last 
night. The Savitar board of four 
divided votes evenly between Miss 
Fuqua and Herman G. Poucher of 
Kansas City. The student court 
election was called to break the 
deadlock.

DIAMOND was led from dum- 
my and declarer smothered 
East’s king with the ace.

The principle to which I referred 
earlier, and with wnich West was 
obviously unfamiliar, was the ne- 
cessity for him to hang on for dear 
life to a card of his partner’s es- 
tablished suit.

If declarer had the ace-king 
of diamonds, these, with the ace oi 
spades in sight, would make the 
contract ice cold.

en route. That a woman should 
express such sentiment! I wanted to 
hear more and, since the discussion 
was between two of my traveling 
companions whom I'd gotten to 
know fairly well after that casual 
manner of travelers, I asked per- 
mission to join in. I found the 
women were not discussing the 
possibility of a World War or any 
such new major strife; the subject 
was, — whether boys should be 
allowed to fight their battles with 
their fists. 
The charming lady whose voice 
had attracted me to the point in 
dispute, insisted that she wanted 
her small boy to know how to 
fight with his fists and thus settle 
all boyish scraps—if his opponent 
was of the same size and age. The 
woman of contrary opinion claimed 
that one could not expect a young- 
ster to develop proper attitudes of 
fair play and sportsmanship on 
such a philosophy. Then woman- 
like (as if to clinch her argument), 
she said “Besides, encouraging boys 
to fight their boyish battles rouses 
their belligerent instincts and, after 
a victory or two tucked under their 
belts, they are ready to lick the 
world. In a few years when such 
boys have grown up and are face 
to face with the world’s actual 
problems, they are all set ‘to let 
slip the dogs of war.’” 
There will be those who read 
this article who will “take sides” 
on these points of view. Let us 
consider the subject from all angles. 
Of course you will want your boy 
to get along without crying on 
Mother’s apron strings. I assume 
that you will want him to go to 
college, if possible, do his own 
studying and thinking and event- 
ually go out into life and hold down 
a job “on his own.” 


If this is to be so, then your boy 
must start at some point in his 
development to stand up for him- 
self. We are in agreement so far. 
Suppose we take a point in his 
development at—say 9 years of age! 
What problems will he then have? 
Will they be predominantly mental, 
or physical? We will agree that he 
will want to -wrestle, run, chase, 
climb and play ball. He may be 
challenged to strength tests, tree 
climbing feats, or other specific 
athletic stunts. These are all 
“fights,” even if without fists. 
Eventually though, your boy must 
come into physical combat. When 
he is challenged, in fun or in earnest, 
do you want him to turn his back 
and run home to whine to you about 
it? Or do you want him to stand 
up and—yes—defend himself— 
fight it out, if need be, with his 
fists! 

Few adults stop to think that 
young children behave in much the 
same way as puppies. They are 
active physically, just like young 
animals. They have a tremendous 
store of energy. In order to grow 
and develop they must use it. While 
using it, the “kid fights” are in- 
evitable. 

Fighting as such, is only a means 
to an end, and not an end in itself. 
These “kid fights’ mean nothing 
in terms of broken friendships. or 
long standing feuds—as is the case 
on the adult level. Instead, what 
they really amount to are tests of 
strength to determine daily or 
weekly physical superiority. They 
are usually settled by the first or 
second blow, and not by six or 
seven rounds of offense and defense.

The truth is most boys will settle 
most of their arguments fairly and 
squarely if given some background 
cf knowledge of sportmanship and 
fair play.

Adult influence should 
be used only to teach youth how to 
fight and, when possible, to assure 
that the fights are carried on in 
healthy surroundings. The good 
clean and friendly atmosphere of the 
college ring is the ideal.

It can be held up be- 
fore the boys of today as ideal, 


As boys grow to manhood they 
learn to fight with their brains and 
social backgrounds. But, attitudes 
(often life-long) have been de- 
veloped during this puppy stage 
The “stand up and take it,” or the 
“run home” attitude are the two al- 
ternatives in the fight question we 
are discussing. Which do you want 
your boy to have? If you are a 
little worried because your boy is 
the scrapper type, and “cleans up” 
once in a while, let me tell you 
about one boy with no fight in his 
disposition. 

One night, my telephone rang, and 
an excited voice asked, “will you 
please come over to our house, 
immediately?” 

“Now you tell him, John,” the 
mother said, as we went into the 
living room.

Advice Still 


Acceptable 


As Constitutions Differ, So 
Must Treatment Pre 
scribed Differ.

VERYBODY knows the old 
E story of Aunt Sarah, who got 
Uncle John’s cough mixture re- 
filled to give it to little Betty be- 
cause she seemed to have the same 
kind of a cough as Uncle John. 
Put in that way, we all see the 
ridiculousness of such a procedure 
—age, sex and constitution would 
indicate that the two coughs were 
entirely different and could not be 
treated by the same remedy. So 
Aunt Sarah’s attempt to save a 
doctor’s bill was somewhat uneco- 
nomic. But under other conditions, 
people forget this relationship and 
are inclined to assume that advice 
about a disease and its treatment 
can be applied to the population at 
large, But there is nothing truer 
than the fact that remedies and 
treatments cannot be applied 
wholesale, but have to be fitted to 
different individual cases. 


One of the things that I have 
frequently insisted on in this col- 
umn is that when a diet must be 
prescribed for an individual per- 
son in a household, the entire fam- 
ily should not be compelled to go 
on the diet, but the housewife 
should fit the household arrange- 
ments to the needs of the particu- 
lar case and also to the family in 
general, so that the family will not 
suffer from the restricted diet of 
the sick individual. 


HIS wisdom is not new and, in- 
T acca, I find no better statement 

of it than in the writings of one 
of the medical fathers who lived in 
the second century A. D. I quote 
from Galen “On the Preservation 
of Health”: 


“Amongst the chief essentials— 
indeed the elementary basis, as it 
were—of the whols subject of hy- 
giene, is the fact that there are 
among people a great many differ- 
ent constitutions; and this is ack- 
nowledged by all doctors and gym- 
nasts. The majority of them,, how- 
ever, write about hygienic treat- 
ment as though they were 
dealing with a single individ- 
ual, and accordingly they give no 
proof of any single individual hav- 
ing been helped by them. They 
ought, however, to have pointed out 
not merely one but a great many 
individuals who, constantly ill be- 
fore, had been eventually kept by 
them for*many years free from di- 
sease. ... For my part, however, 
I prove this by actual results; peo- 
ple who have before been constant- 
ly ill I keep free from disease by 
persuading them to follow hygienic 
precepts. ... Thus, some I forbid 
to take any exercise at all—that is 
to say, exercise by occupations—as 
I consider the ordinary functions 
of life enough for them. Some I 
order to abstain from excess exer- 
cises, so as to reduce .the whole to 
the smallest limits; some only to 
change the kind of exercises, or the 
order, or the time; some to alter 
their entire plan. Similarly, I give 
advice about bathing—either not to 
bathe at all, or more than before, 
or less, and only before meals, or 
also after meals; or with colder or 
warmer water than usual. Thus I 
have kept people well for a great 
number of years. 


“Yet I would have done none of 
these things if I had not known 
their natural physical differences, 
and the hygienic regimen appro- 
priate to each.” 

As in the case of the advice of 
Celsus, which I quoted before, these 
pronouncements though made long 
before the advent of modern med- 
ical science, would be echoed by 
the most modern scientific doctors 
in our midst.

HERE’S a lot of talk just now 
T avout finding a new name for 
hors d’oeuvres, for the benefit of 


|the many people who shy away from 


the French pronunciation. Many 
good customers in restaurants, it 
seems, skip the course rather than 
pronounce it—a situation so sad that 
a Congressman has offered the un- 
fortunate substitute of “dingle doos” 
(which ought to make everybody 
skip the course), and various news- 
papers have written solemn edi- 
torials on the subject. 

It’s true that mispronouncing for- 
eign words is the type of unimport- 
ant error that makes all of us un- 


comfortable. But why pick only 
on hors d'oeuvres? There are doz- 
ens of foreign words that we all 
have to use, for lack of a substi- 
tute, and that most of us pronounce 
badly. I, for one, pronounce them 
all incorrectly, regardless, not hav- 
ing any ear for foreign languages, 
and my father was worse. There 
wasn’t a word in any tongue to 
which he couldn’t—and didn’t—give 
a good American twist. Many is 
the time I’ve wriggled in some res- 
taurant under his Iowa version of 
au gratin or madrilene, at an age 
when such things seemed fright- 
fully important. 

Now, I can’t see anything against 
the American twist—or at any rate. 
an English one—to any word that 
is used so commonly in English that 
we can’t get along without it. Such 
words ought to be Anglicized. Why 
should people struggle to say petite 
fours, and bouillabaisse, and vol- 
au-vent with an elegant foreign ac- 
cent that they haven’t got? Why 
shouldn’t creme Be cream, and hari- 
cots be said as it’s written or else 
called beans? 

There are times, of course, when 
the use of a foreign word or phrase 
is extremely effective and when 
nothing else serves the purpose. In 
such a case, it gives an impression 
of culture and background, and 
rightly. But the matter of dotting 


your conversation with commonly 


used foreign words pronounced with 
a near-foreign accent is silly and 


affected, and shouldn’t be necessary. 


I’m in favor of a standard En- 
glish pronounciation of all words 


that are, or ought to be, in the dic- 


tionary, We've already Anglicized 
demi-tasse, and parfait, and souffle, 


and dozens of others—why not the 
rest of them? 


In the meantime, couldn’t we just 
call hors d’oeuvres appetizers and
